Biame? 


Epvitor Staxpanv:—The strike at Nanai- 
mo has‘become a serious matter. to this com— 
munity. The mining town of Nanaimo stood 
next in importance to Victoria, and tu-day 
its hardy, industrious end intelligent popula- 
tion is scattered far and wide along the shores 
of Washington Territory, Surely the Direc- 
tors of this Company (the Nanaimo Mining 
Company) cannot be aware of the mischief 
and injury that will result‘to their interests 
from this state of affairs! ‘The. sooner they 
are inade acquaiuted with the facts, the bet- 
ter. ° ° 

Now, the average monthly work of a miner 
was forty-eigl.t tuns of coal, single handed— 
fr which he received $1 10); er ton, making 
an aggregate monthly wages of $51 80; ont 
of which amount he had to pay monthly, for 
powder, $6; for rent, to tha Company, $3— 
and if married, $6; for light, $1; aod for 
doctor's fees, 75 cents. Qutlay to each miner, 
$10 75; and if married, $13 75—leaving 
the miner, without board, $42; and if mar- 
ried, $39 75 to feed and clothe his family. 
Ye*,the managers propose to reduce this sum 
$4 80 per month, leaving to the vingie miner, 
for his labor,{the miserable;pittance of $37 20 
and tothe married miver, $34 20. 

The explanation of the Co-npany, in this 
matter, is most disreputable and disgraceful ; 
the tollowing words occur init: ‘‘The das- 
tard and diabolical outrages that have fol- 
lowed; attempts to blow. up houses with their 
occupants,’ andthelike. This language cer 
tainly was foul and unfair oa the part of the 
Company toward the honest, hard-working 
miners ; and reflects very little credit upon 
those who have been selected to represent 
the Vancouver Coal Mining Company in this 
Colony. 

_ At present, the Company have at the mouth 
of the pit about 5,500 tons of coal; when 
that is disposed of, they contemplate employ - 
ing woon-eyed Mongolians to work the mine. 
Tnis is simply ridiculocs ; it would Only re- 
sult disastrously to all parties concerned, 
and in a short time the mine wonld become 
worthless to the shareholders. The average 
number of miners employed at the mine, 
married and single, were about 70; the aver- 
age house-rent to the Company, per, month, 
from the miners, about $3.5—which is no 
lost to the Company ; the piniblnediZedgaieh 
—I10 cents on each ton of coals taken out— 
about $336 per month. Then the Company 
losé $315 to gain $336, and attempt to force 
the miners into abject poverty tor the differ- 
nce—$21 per month: The Company re~ 
ceived the coul from the hands of the miners 
at $1 10 per ton; they sell it at $5 50 per 
ton, delivered on board ship. Allow 40 cts 
per ton for delivery—and the Compapyire 
ceive $4 per ton, equal to $192 per month,’ 
on the productive labor of each intelligent 
miner. What does this Company require? 
The “hide and tallow’ of the poor miner; 
also, to satisty the greed and avarice of the 
capitalist, Surely this is ‘‘killiog the goose 
that laid the golden egg.’’ But it does not 
Stop even. here. The day after the strike, 
John Foster, a miner, went to see the Com- 
pany’s doctor, who charged him the enur- 
mous sum of $2 50 for hookiag a tooth outof 
the poor fellow’s jnw. This is evidently 
sharp practice. How’ different things are 
uow, at Nanaimo, to what they were in the 
good old days of Dr. Benson, whoee only de- 
mand of bis patient was, *‘ Have you gota 
bottle?” and that was the only fee extracted 
—the bottle to put the medicine in. 

It is reported that a person is on his way 
out from England to adjust matters at the 
mine, and place things upon an equitable 
and just footing ; the sooner that is done the 
better for the shareholder, and all others 


who are interested.

Ontario (Canada) Bstimstes, 1871. 


It is proposed to ask the Legislature to 
vote for the public service of the current year 
seven hundred thousand dollars more than 
was demanded in the estimates for 1870, and 
eleven hundred thousand more than was 
actually required fer that year’s expenditure. 
“The estimates for 1871 amount to $2,602,- 
560, whilst the outlay in 1870 was $1,575,787. 
That again was a cunsiderable advance on 
former years, the expenditure baving been 
$1,444,708 in 1869, and $1,183,852 in 1868. 
Civil Government is to cost $24,000 more 
than last year; Legislation, $103,500; Col- 
onization Roads, $10,000 ; Administration of 
Justice, $36,000; Public Works and Build- 
ings, $450,000; Asylum Maintenance, $132,- 
Ovu; Agriculture and Arts, $8,000; Educa- 
tion, $64,000; Untorseen and Unprovided, 
$12,000 ; Miscellaneous, $18,000; Land Im- 
provement Fund (not io last year's estimat-), 
$290,000 ; and Charges on Revenue, $49 000. 
Fort an Agricultural College and Farm, $100,- 
000 is set duwa, and $50,000 for a College of 
fechaology or School of Industrial Science ; 
a Ventrél Prison is to absorb $150,00y, and 
the Normal and Model Schovls are supposed 
to require $12,6v0. Here are more than 
$300,000 out of the $450,000. The bul« of 
the excess not yet accounted for is a vote of 
$153,000 for Surveys and Drainage of swamp 
lands, against $46,371 spent last year.”’

A letter to the Nowveau Monde says :—'The 
elections for the Vomivion Parliament wiil 
prubably take place about the end of Janu- 
ary. Immediately after the holidays the 
Cabinet of Manitoba willebe organized, aod 
it is thought Parliament will be convoked for 
the midgle of February. ‘he salary of each 
of the Ministers, it is said, will be $2,000; 
thatof the Speaker of the Assembly, $2,000, 
as also that of the President of the Legisia- 
tive Council. The indemnity of the Deputies 
is to be $250 per session.” 

This is doing things p @ty smartly for a 
young community of 13,00v souls. Five Min- 
jsters at $2,000, make $10,000; the two 
Speakers anotber $4,000, while each of the 
twenty-four Deputies gets $250, which would 
muke $6,050 more, to say nothing of clerks, 
stationery, and the scknowledgment to the 
Lorde of the Upper Hoase, which could not 
be less than their brethren of the other 
Houses. Say $30,000 per annum for the 
Legislature. 

Some workmen are now busy prepsring a 
very ordinary lookiog building in which to 
hold the coming session of Parliament. 

The Ministericl programme is not yet 
known. The Chamber will, however, be 
likely taken up with measures conceraing
